CHINESE SMUGGLING. 

What Sjiecliil Iiisiicctor Noycs Has to Say— 
ilow tlic Illo^l AVork is Done. 

Seattle, April 7. — An investigation into 
the Chinese smuggling business at Portland 

and OQ Pu^^ct aouiid Im.s been goinj; on for 
the piiat two weeka l)y C A. Noyes, %iieoial 
inapector of San Fraiici.ico. Mr. Noyea has 
Ijcen the nieana of running do\vn iniiny a 
Hang of smuijglers and inuny a hoK of 
"dope.'' He said he hxd been at work on 
tlio celebrated sniugs;liDg case of tho 
schooner Louia Ohm, Capt. Deering, whioli 
has abtraoted so much attention in San 
Francisco for the past few months, and had 
hardly cot through with that when, on 
March 2"_', ho received orders to investigate 
the smuggling of Chinese and opium at 
Portliind and on Pugot souDd. With his 
instruotlona came tho complaints which had 
been made to tho de|)artment from various 
wiurcea. He left S.in Francisco on Alureh 
■J.'i, li:i.H lieeii ill l'ortbL?d a good deal of the 
tiiiu!, and luiH niaiie two Irlp.s to Briliah 
("oluMiliia. The depart men t kml coiisid. rrd 
the c.iae of bo luueli iiiip'irlain-e lli.it he li.i.ii 
been inatruuled lo report daily by tele^riipli 
to \Vii:diinytoa City. 

"'I'll.' f.l overnmeni," lie saya, "intends 
to stop I he illeglil iniporlulioii of ('liiiie.se 
and opliiiu at Portland and on I'ligcl .Siuiiid. 
] wuH sent here to inYe.Hti;,Mie, and I liave 
lound what I came after. .My repoi 1 h is 
been ni.ide lo tile rlepartnieiit , and, of 
cnurae, the eonteiila of that, report eaiiuot 
bu given to the preaa. Wiielher ihe iii<v- 
ernment will niaUo it publie will be aseer- 
tttined in i few daya. Wliy, we liave 
.seized nt San F ranoiaco, within tho past ti vc 
iriouths, 4,S»0 cans of opium, all of wbiuli 
ciiiiie from Portland or tha Sound. We 
have got a good deal of stuff that came 
through Portland. Vea, I was at Portland 
when the Haytian Bepublio came in tlic 
liiui time with Chinamen, and the boat wua 
made to understand that it could not force 
the government ofDcers to take the China- 
men iiir until they were examined. The 
lioat ha.s f;ot to wait. There were eiglity- 
se'.-eii ('liiiiameii on tlie H ly tian Kepublie, 
nil haviii(; iiierclianl a' certilieuteu. (Jut of 
this lot sixty were ordered taken back to 
liritiHli Coliiiiibia, elHliteen were l.inded and 
nine were fouiiil to have forced eertitieatea. 
We got uii order from \Va»liiii(,'toii ('ity to 
arrest all llioae who had forfjed cert iliealea, 
and tliey are under arrest by tliia timu. 

" I don't aee why a niun ia not aa guilty 
for otrering a forged certilieate of this kind 
iia bo ia for uttering uny other kind of 
forged paper. Tliu nainea of a number of 
promiuent men were forged on tho.ao eertili- 
cates. The other cartitieiitea were fraudu- 
lent. These ore made in dillerenL ways, but 
this is a common mctliod : A prominent 
(/hiuese merchant of Portland will call a 
bttckdrivoror some one else who knows him, 
and say ; * This Chinaman is my partner 
and wants to go over ; come and sign his 
papers.' The haokman consents. Then 
they tulio tlic paper, put on it the [)iolureof 
Home coolie wlio bua .■ieiit ir over, take it be- 
fore a notary with Hoiiielindy to repreacnt 
the haekiiuin iinil gel tlio paper aeUnowl- 
edj^'ed. 'I'he inaiiageinent of the Hiiytian 
ICepublic ia not what it onyht to be, and 
their bundliiii,' of (Jhineao ia not in ii legiti- 
mate way. Ky tlio way. Captain Deering, 
of tlio Ixnii.! OIhcii, just aenteneed forauuig- 
tjliiig, WUH formerly iiiatn of the ILnytian 
llcpiibliu, and oae of the other oliiners of 
tile (Jlnen re.sidea in i'ortlnnil. The Uiiytiau 
Republic ia liein(,' heUl in I'ortlaiiil until a 
conii)letf! examination of the Cliineso ia 
made. 1 liiive no frioada in lliia part of the 
eountry to favor and no enemies to get even 
Willi, and aim to lot the blame fall where it 
liolonga. " 



BISIlOr IIANNLNC; TON'S KEJIALNS. 

They Are Disi'Dvoveil by Hlslinp Tuckor's 
Party in (Jeiitral Alrieii.. 

New YouK, April 7.— Advieea have been 
received from one of P.iahop Tueker'a party 
now on its way to Uj;anda, in Africa, eoii- 
cerniug tho diacovery of tho bones of Bishop 
Hannington, who was murdsred by the 
cannibals at tho town of Vuaoga-Mumia. 
Tiic chief of the tribo, Mumin, denied oil 
knowledge of tlie whoreabottls of tlie ro- 
imiliiR. Upon liuing bribed with a flannel 
Knit, however, lio guvo some general infor- 
mation regarding tlie supposed place of 
burial. Six native soldiers were hired to 
di^,' at the apnt indicated, and after going 
down aonie uia. feet they brouglit to light a 
wooden liox lined with tin, contuiuing u 
aUuU, aomo rib bonea, a pair of lioola, which 
were recognized aa having been tlic property 
of the bishop, and tho top of bis cantcou 
buoket. The remains were taken possession 
of by tho bishop and bis party, and will be 



buried in tlio catliedrul of Uganda. Tho 
loiter aays tlmt it ia romarkablo that tho 
firat niiasionary party that has paaaed tliat 
way since Hannington, sIiohIiI bo privi- 
leged to bear his bones into that country 
he twice tried t o enter.

HOME FKOM Ol'TAWA. 

Col. Prior Speaks of the Good Work Itune for 
Victoria In tho Dominion Par- 
liament. 

Col. Prior, M.P., returned from Ottawa 
last uighl, and shortly after his arrival was 
seen by a Colonist reporter. Speaking on 
the Marine hospital project, the Colonel 
said that ho believed it Was the intention of 
the Dominion Government to dispense with 
that institution altogether and make pro- 
vision with the Royal Jubilee hospital for 
the treatment of patients heretofore dealt 
with in the Marine hospital. 

" We can't make them believe," said tho 
Colonel, " that things cannot bo done as 
cheaply here as in the East, and when a 
document was presented and signed by so 
many of the former patients of the Marine 
hospital, what could tre say? They all 
testify to good treatment there. The insti- 
tution ia objected to, and the Oovernment 
do here, na they have done in other places, 
make the beat provision they can for tho 
treatment of the patients." 

The reporter mentioned the point raised 
at tho Board of Trade that, according to 
the Act of Union, tho Dominion undertook 
to maintain u marine hospital hero. 

The point waa met by the (jolonel, 
who stated that the institution 
had been objected to, and that 
the Covcrninciit were making what 
they considered to be better provision. Ho 
did uot, however, think that any final ar- 
rangemeuta would l)0 made until tho return 
of Hon. Mr. fupper from England. 

On tho Indian reserve question, Colonel 
Prior expressed his desire to have the lands 
now held by tho Songhees turned over. 

"As soon as this ia done," added tho 
Colonel, " the lands will revert to the Pro^ 
vineo. Of couisosonie arrangements will 
have to bu made, the Indians will have to 
be properly provided for. Mr. Vowell is 
over there lo-niglit to try and make ar- 
raiigeineuts with llieni." 

" The lepers on Daroy Island will be 
looked after," said Colonel Prior, " at tho 
expense of tha Dominioa.GoverumenJ, butj^ 
they will not assume tho care of the leperB.~* 
The local authorities must do the worlc and' 
the Government will meet the bills." 

" The quarantine station at William's- 
Head will be proceeded with without delay. 
It will be a good building, with a resident 
medical man there. I hope to see this soon 
an acoamplished fact." 

" The Custom houae and Post office 
buildings ? Ves ; an appropriation has been 
m ide lor them, The old Custom house 
building, it ia intended, shall be the Marino 
Ueparlmenl, while the new atructure will • 
be devoted to the Cuatoiri houae, oxciae, 
weights and meaaures, etc. I believe there 
Was some kicking us to tho site (the old 
("anada Wcslerii), but it ia the cheapeat and 
best of tho lot. Tlie Minister of Customs 
objected to the amalgamation unless tho 
Custom house waa near tho water. It was 
our object to secure a public building whioli 
would li'i a credit to the city." 

.Speaking us lo the forlilicalinns of ICsqui- 
malt, Col. I'rior said he b.licved the Domin- 
ion (lovernnient would contribute about 
$_','i,()00, aud tliat the Imperial Covernnient 
would supply the rest and fortify the place.

The entire 
oxpenao of tho expedition will be about 
S'J.'i.OOO, and it ia deaired that thia auni 
shall bo aubscribed ao that tho party need 
not bo cramped or hampered in its work." 



CUBAN FILIBUSTEKS. 

Both the Spanish and American Authorities 
Watching Their JUovemeuts. 

Kky West, Fla., April 7.— Tho Spanish 

authorities of tho island of Cuba, especially 
in Havana, apprehend considerable trouble 
from the lilibuatering expedition fitting out 
in Ki:y West. They have been forced to 
lake cogni/.inco of the movement, and are 
now convinced that the lilibuatei ing ia now 
an undisputed fact. They are at jire.sent 
making all necesaary preparationa to meet 
the uprising. Tho Spanish conaul here baa 
received a telegram from Havana saying 
the expedition is ainioat ready to aail 
either from Key West or Tampa, and 
to head it oil'. Every prociution baa 
been taken by them and the United States 
otiicials. The revenue cutter lies i.i the 
harbor under atoani, and all liberty on shore 
of ollicera und crow haa been suspended, and 
all boata cquippuil with rillea and ammuni- 
tion. The McLane'a commander baa ex- 
clusive control of 'die harbor, and all vessels 
passing out are required to undergo u 
thorough examination beforo passing. This 
is the only United States vessel liore at 
present, and it ia feared by those in charge 
that her force will be inadecjuate should the 
expedition, numbering one thousand men, 
attempt to leave beforo reinforcements ar- 
rive. It is highly probable that two more 
cutters or a naval vessel will be assigned 
to co-operate with the McLone's com- 
mander.

Mr. Ward aaid ihit lie considered the 
reply to the cominuuiuation from llio li iard 
uncalled for, and uiidignilied.

The Dominion Gpveromentsliould 
not be allowed to get in the thiu end of the 
wedge, as appeared to be the intention, by 
the removal ef the Marine hoapital. 

Mr. Flumerfelt did not think it .was in- 
tended "to remove the hospital. 

Mr. Ward— I notice by a copy of the es- 
timates wlili which 1 have been favored 
that provinion ia made for gratuities to tho 
medical oiiicer and caretaker of the Marine 
hospital. What does that mean ? 

Mr. Flumerfelt explained that tlio de- 
partment had oU'ered 00 cents per day for 
patients in tho Royal Jubilee hospital. Tho 
hospital board had quoted its terms at §10 
per week, and explained that they would 
not be bound to take in any uatnber of pa- 
tients. 

Mr. Renouf pointed out that the state- 
ments n! the !!oard of Trade had not been 
refuted by the Marino department. It was 
alleged that a profit of Sl'.UUU had been 
made for the year ISilL! in cjunection with 
the hoapital. Tlie department went out of 
their wu}' to disprove this, going back to 
the year IST.'l and taking iu the whole of 
the I'rovinec! to prove that there had been 
a loaa. In these expenditures hospital re- 
puira bad been included. 

Tlie reiiohition jiaaued with ne 'lamation. 

'! lie auilil era of laat year were re-elected 
— .Messrs. Joliusun, Mc(,}iiade and Fhimer- 
felt. 

Messrs. J. L. Forrester and T. M. lieii- 
dcrsou were unanimously elected inumbsrs 
of tho board. 

Mr. Ward culled attention to the pttot- 
ago and towage charges of the port, and 
asked that tho council should take these 
matters into their coualderation. The 
I'liget Sound trelghts were more 
favorabli; tluui IbiLKe of Victoria. 
Thele \ViT0 three distinct jiilolage autliori 
lies ill this riovince, which was also objeo 
tiunable. He wimld like to see more energy 
displayed by tug owuera us it was not com- 
plimeutary to see ships towed into port by 
foreign tugs and with foreign pilots holding 
the helm. 

Mr H I'.. Connon concurred. He said 
the pilotage rates charged in this port were 
altogether too high. 

The rrcaident said that the cause for com- 
plaint in this particular would soon be 
removed. 

Mr. Renouf aiiL'pcateil thut, in view of the 
number of shipping caaualliea, something 
should bo done to properly buoy the 
channel. 

This was also referred to the council, and 
the board adjourned, having passed votes 
of condolence to the families of tho three 
members who recently pasaed away — Hon.

ClUCAGOS WATER SUPPLY. 

Keport of the Kxperta Sent Out by the Lon- 
don " Lancet " to Invcs- 
tlKiltfi. 

LoNDOK, April 7. — The report of the 
commissioners sent by the Lancet, tho lead 
ing medical journal of Great Britain, to 

m iko examination into the sanitary condi- 
tion of Chicago, with a view lo the l.'etter 
information of British visitors lo that city 
during the coming World's Fair, states that 
all conditions of Chicago river water exam- 
ined showed app.dling polliiiion by animal 
retuse, indiscriminately mixed withoiiuiinon 
seiierage. 'I'lic pull ill inn begins ai the 
mouth of the ChieaL'" river and incieaaea 
until tiie niaxiniinii nl tilth ia reaclicii in the 
vicuiily of the atock yanU, near the ami'li- 
erii briiiicli of the puiiipii g alalioii, wlieie 
the lillhy cnnditiona dety deacnptinn. 

At certain points il is worae t han crude 
acwer.ige ; the ameli ia vile and nauaeating. 
The temperature of Cliicigo river water 
varied from H.'i doijrecs l''ahreiilieit at the 
mouth of the river to II degrees at the 
stock yanla, while the temperalure of the 
air did not e.Neeid L' I degrees. It was safe, 
therefure, to conclude that tho condition of 
the Chicago river iu summer would be still 
more abominable. 

Many samples of Lake .Michi^;an water 
failed to furnish any distinct evidence of 
serious pollution. In dealing with tho 
domestic supply the report emphasizes that 
it is desirable to filter lake water for drink- 
ing, since nol a single sample of the ordin- 
ary water is entirely free from sediment, 
which, in the mujority of eases, consisted of 
vegetai'le debris and numerous organisms, 
cliR liy of a kind peculiar to pond water, 
found in sample number .33, representing 
water aupiilied to tho north side residents. 
Dead lleas were found II jaiing in it,

port, " that the water aii(i|jlicc; from Lake 
Michigan ia griml t li rnuglioiit , and provided 
ilia auliicieutly liltereii and boiled, there 
would be no chemical objection to its use.

ll ia certain tlmt tho Lords will reject the 
Home Rule bill. When it ia tluown otit 
of the Hon'iR of Lnrda, Mr. Cliulatoiio will 
not [lecept defeat. Ho will appeul again to 
tho people, and then it will be found 
whether or not the sympathy for the Ulster 
Proteatanta ia general and active. 

Tlie politicians aay that much depends 
upon tlio coutiiiuiition of Mr. Ghulatone'a 
lifo. If he ohould die before the Home 
lUile bill ia carrietl or before a second ap- 
)>eal to the people is made on the Home 
Rule issue — a contingency that is by 
no nicana impossible — tho proepeeta of 
Home Rule for un indc.Finito period 
will 1)0 blasted. \\ e do not thiuk thai the 
men who hope ntuch from M r. ( i lailatoiie'a 
death are wiae.

The now line will no doubt be moat ud- 
vantageoua to thia Province as well as to 
the whole Dominion. When it ia oatiib- 
lished Australia will be really nearer to 
Victoria than Great Britain was leas than 
fifty years ago to Halifax, Quebeu, 
Montreal and New York. It took 
tho sailing aliipa of those days much longer 
to cross the Atlantic than it will the steam- 
ers of the Australian line to traverse the 
Pacific, a good deal more than twice the 
distance. 

Messrs. Prior and Earle are entitled to 
the thanks of the oitiiiens of Viotoria for 

having used their influence to have the 
atcamers calling at Victoria made a condi- 
tion of the agreement with Huddart, Parker 
A Co. Regular ateiim communication with 
Auitralia cannot but be beneficial to this 
city, and there are men in it intelligent 
enough and enterprising enough to miike 
the moat of tho advantiigo. 



BLIOUTED AMBITION. 

Mr. Cotton's first attempt at leadership 
turned out to be a complete failure. Eo 
was unable to retain the support of the In- 
dependents, and he strengthened the sup- 
port of the Government. The majority 
decided that the t!overnmcut in post- 
poning the Redistribution Bill has not 
forfeited the confidence of the House, 
but has acted in the best interests 
•f the Province. The division of twenty- 
one to ten in favor of M.r. Homo's amend 
mcnt must have been a aoro blow and a 
great diacouragement to the ambitious 
senior member for Vancouver. Ho must 
have known that tho Government, hud not 
dono anything worthy of censure, 
and he nmst now see that in making 
the withdrawal of tho Redistribution 
Bill the ground of a motion of 
want of oonQdenco ho committed 
a hugo mistake. The good sense of tho 
Finuae and of the country ia on the side of 
tho Government, and Mr. Cotton must have 
been blind not to have seen that the mem- 
bers of the majority would not stultify 
themselvca, even to make him tho leader of 
a third party. If he had as much knowl- 
o Igi: of parliamentary usage aa a man in hia 
position ought to h&ve, ho would have 
known that merely postponing a meas- 
ure not urgently required by the coun- 
try is not suf&cient or proper gronnd ' for a 
vote of censure. The Dominion (ioverii- 
oient during the session just closed dropped 
two measures mentioned in the .S[ieech from 
iho Throne — one a bill to improve the Fran- 
chise law, and the other to amend tho Civil 
Service Aot— and yet the Oppoaitiondid not 
say a word about tho withdrawal or poat- 
ponement. And it ia to be presumed 
that the lion. Wilfred Laurier under- 
stands tho duties of Opposition leader 
almost as well as Mr. F. C. Cotton. 



rr/E HRITISU SITUATION. 

Tlio motion for tho second reading of the 
Home Rule bill has been made. The pros 
pect ut this moment ia that the meaanro 
will 1)0 aucosaafuUy engineered through the 
ILiuae of Commons. Air. Gladitone'a nia- 
joiit.y ia larger than was expected. At the 
1 lali iinporlant dividion, on iir. Lalfo i 's 
want of contidenoe motion, it was fjny- 
seven, and sanguine Home Rulers predict 
tihat Mr. Gladstone's bill will bo carried by 
a majority of tifly. 

It ia dillioult to aay how Homo Itule ia 
lorikod upon by the coiinlry. The byc-elec- 
tioiia liuve not prnved w very .sali ifaci ory 
tost. Tho tiovcrument has sustained In 
them Borne discouraging defeats, but it has 
bIbo had somo unexpooted successes. There 
are so many inllucncea that have weight in 
an isolated election that are not felt in a 
general appeal to the people that it ia 
Always unsafe to take the roaulta of a few 
byo-eleotiona us a teat of political feeling 
and public opinion. 

There can be no doubt that in Ireland tho 
feeling adverse to Home Rule bus become 
stronger and more intense ; at any rate, its 
ma iifcstations are moro atrikinij than they 
have bceu hitherto. Tho people of Ulster 
bclievo that they will bo deprived of re- 
ligious liberty if Home. Rule carries the day 
and Ireland has a Parliament and an 
Executive of its own. They aro appealing 
strongly to their fellow-Protoatanta in Great 
Britain, and it would he ivonderful if those 
appeals met with no re.ipoiiae. Tho ui l- 
ooiiio that Mr. Balfour met in Ireland and 
tho .Hpeeclio.s which were made while he wta 
thoro, muat, one would think, convince the 
people of . £DKl»°d "nd Scotland that, the 
Protestants of Ulster really believe that a 
dreadful danger ia hanging over them.

NEWSPAPER SERMONS. 

When Elliot F. Shepard, editor and pro- 
prietor of the New Vork Mail and KxprcES, 
placed a Scripture te.Kt at the head of the 
editorial column of hia pajier almost every 
ono in New ^'ork made fun of him, and he 
waa the butt of tho jokers of tho press 
of the city. Among the scofTers war, 
if our memory serves us, the New 
York Herald. But time brings about many 
CTangoa, for now the Now York Herald not 
only places versca of Scripture at the head 
of its editorial column but it publishes a 
sermon unaer tho text. Tho aermons, loo, 
a e not burleeques, but serious, practical 
discourses. Tlie following passage is from 
one of them, on "A business man's creed." 
The text ia, we may say in passing, the 
Bev.:nth, eiehth and tv.-elfth verses of the 
tilth cliaptcr of .St. Matthew .- 

If you were to ask a ihoughlful business 
man what he thinks iiecca-iury In salv.ition, 
he would tell you in a trice aa follows : 

First, commercial integrity. It ia the 
rankeat kind of heterodox V to believe that 
trickery in the acquisition of wealth will 
pay in the long run. The man who grabs 
at everything will probably bo burieil by 
contributions. Thers ia such a thing as u 
business conscieoce, and it ia pnaaiblo to 
conduct business on the principles which 
conscience lays down. Thievery ia not a 
short cut to success, neither ia it necessary 
that some one should bo made poor in order 
that you may become rich. The strongest 
firms aro those in which the business v.orhl 
has confidence and whose word is the 
equivalent of a bond. Commercial deviltry 
ruins your credit, and if you keep it up for 
twenty years you will be poorer than when 
you started. There ia nothing so much to 
be prized as sterling honesty in your various 
transactions, and it the goods you ship aro 
not like the sample, you may think yourself 
siiiar'", 1)UL you are a fool. The best kind 
of ri:lii;inii i-'i that wliicli makes you asi|Uare 
man and then keeps you tijuarc. 

This ia so good that wo think that somo 
of our readers would like to see the second 
pirt CI thia newspaper sermon. Here it i.a : 

Second, a recognition of j^our duties to 
your f dlows. If you ha.ve something you 
ought to give something. There are many 
iiiHtit ulii,!!.-), mcli aa charities, hoFpiula, 
rutrea'.a, aayluiiia — which the Stale cuiiiut 
be reasonably asked to aup[)ort. They are 
abHolulely iieceaaary in a Belf-re3|)i'CI log 
conimunil3', hut they must depi.'oil upon tho 
U'onerositv of t he rich. If fate ci f^oud for- 
t iiie has siugleil you out and given you 
much instead of l.ttle.j'ou ,vvv, un ler ci-n in 
serious obligations to thoai! whom the 
Master spoke of ua your "iieighlior.". '' Tho 
welfare of society ilependa partly on you, 
and if you are niggardly sull'ering will be 
increased, because it will not be allayed. 
Riehoa and duties lun aide by side in 
double linrneHH. Tlii^ man who is rich and 
mean ia a heretic and mIiouIiI he consigned 
lo till' slocks to he jeered at ami pelted. 
The in. n who lia.-^ niom-y and givi;s it is the 
Ideal ciiizii, the t horoii'<iily orllioilox 
cilizi'ii, whose cieeil is true blue. 

The Htyb of the above e.\lracta may not 
suit BOine pulpits, but every one-will have 
to admit that the sentiments e.vprtssed are 
aound and the advice given good. 

Wo havo not heard how this new depar- 
ture in journalism ia received in New York. 
The editor, liownver, inuat have received 
some encouragement, for he continuea the 
practice. Indeed, tho sermon has ooino to 
bo a prominent feature in the weekly edi- 
tion of the Herald. 



AIR SOLIDIFIED. 

When Professor Dewar transiormed air 
into a fluid sulntancc, he was believed to 
have |)orformed a feat which was only a 
little leas wonderful than a miracle. The 
Professor was not, it appears, satisfied with 
that result. Ho was determined, if it could 
bo done, to make the thin air as.'.ume a 
form more anbatantiul then oven that of a 
lliiid, and he has succeeded. Ho has con- 
verted it into a solid. This ia what the 
London Times aaya of his wonderful psr- 
fornmnce : 

Professor Dewar communicated to the 
Royal Society ut its meeting last week a 
moat interesting development of hia ex- 
periinenta upon air at very low temperatures. 
Uur readera are already familiar with the 
fact that he has liquefied air at ordinary at- 
mospheric pressure. He has now succeeded 
in free/.mg it into a clear, transparent solid. 
The prtciso nature of this solid is at present 
doubtful, and cin bo settled only by further 
research. It may be a jelly of solid nitro- 
gen containing liquid oxygen, much aa 
calvea' fool jelly contains water dilluacd in 
solid gelatine. Or it niay he a true ie ; of 
lii)uid air, in which bolli o.xygeu and nitro- 
gen exist in the solid form. The ih.niljt 
arh^ea from tlie fact tint Professor Di.war 
has not been able by his utmost ellorts to 
solidify jnire oxygon, whieh, unlike other 
gasts, resis'a the cohi proiUiced liy its 
own evaporation under the air ])ump. 
NitroL'en, on the other hand, can bo frozen 
with comparative ease. It has already been 
proved that in the evaporation of li(iuid air 
nitrogen boils ell' lirst. Conse(|iieiii ly tho 
lji|uid is continually becoming richer in 
that conalituenl which has hitherto ic- 
siated soliditicition. It thus becemes a 
question whether the cold produced is 
hulliciently great to solidify oxygen, or 
whether its mixture with nitrogen raises its 
freezing point, or whether it is not really 
frozen ac all, but merely entangled among 
the particles of solid nitrogen, like tho roao 
w.aer in cold cream. The result, whatever 
may be its precise nature, has been attained 
by the use of the most powerful appliances 
at command— a double set of the vacuum 
scriena already described in our columns, 
combined with two powerful air pumpa. 
Upon either view of its constitution, the 
new solid is in tho highest degree interest- 
ing and hope ful.

Indian Agent Lomas, who come down 
from Duncan'a on Thuradoy, spent the 
greater part of yeaterduy on tho Songhees 
reserve, where he w»e busily employed in 
prcpuring a census of tho Songhees popula- 
tion. This work ho completed last even- 
ing, with the Bomevfhat surprising result 
that the population, instead of having do- 
creaacd since the last census in ISSO, 
ia found to have gained .1:! soula. In ISSti 
there were Xi mule and 48 fomalo, adults 
and 0:5 children, niukiiiga total population of 
1:11. At present the Songhees tribe is made 
up of :)!) Ill de and I t feinalo adttlts, With 84 
oiiildreii, ilio latter inoluding a number of 
half liloods, wheae Songhees mothers ore 
rcHidenta upon the reaer vation. 

J.,a.st evi'iiing there was a representative 
iiKrelingof the Inhe ill the acliHoUinuao, 
1 ml ia:i Agent L'liiius having informed tliu 
In.liuna that Sii;)>-riiitendeni. ^'lJ^vell would 
meet tliem nnd have a tulk with them in 
regard to tlieir home which hua beau so 
frci|uenlly "resolved" away from them of 
lute. 

Chief Charlie Free/io and all the bead 
men of the tiilie were on hand to meet the 
Superiutendeiit, and liaiened intently to hi.i 
remurka. The eoii.iiiuiiicalion which hi! 
recent 1 y n .-I'iscd. from Ottawa was read 
luid with it the Indians could scarcely I'e 
1, titer tlian saliblied. It aiinply as.sured 
1 hem that no coercive measures would he 
eiiiplDyi d to itidiice the Songheca to rciiiuve 
from tiieir pre>eiit homes. 

Tlie .siiperiiiti iideat furtlier espbiired 
that the report had reached liim that the 
Indiana were afiaiillo put iu their crnpa, 
18 they had h;eu told lli.it they would ho 
summarily niovtil 'lil' the land. This m- 
pol l Mr. Vowell hustcued to contradict,' 
asauring the meeting that tho de|)artiiieiit 
would eee that no injustice should be iloiie 
to any Iiidiuiis, aui that any reasonable 
relief would bs aflorded to the old und de.s 
titute. 

Chief Charlie did not make a speech in 
reply, but u number of the big councillors 
did take advantage of the opportunity lo 
apeak 1 heir minds, George Cheetlam, Spot- 

leth and Joe. Kttienne among them. EauIi 

e.xpreseei 1 pleisuro at " the words ( f tlie 
chief," and proiiiised to pay no more at- 
tention to t he talk "outside." They wet e 
aati.slii d, and would now put in their crops 
witlinut fear. 

" r am an old Indian," conchided Spot- 
.eth, " uiiil tlie worda that have been i-pokeo 
tons have given iiie gladtn:ss. (Joveriinr 
l)nui;laa luld ii., not to listen to wli at any- 
one. siiil, thai tla' Oovci niiii-ut wouKl leak 
afl'.-r us and niir ii.;lila. I am glad that the 
liiilian (it ])artineiit ia continuing to do the

Kefore the nieetirg cuiio to an end, 
Superintondent \'oweil staled to the In- 
diaoH that wlieiiev.^r the tribe felt that they 
could better their condition by telling tluir 
land and looking for another place near 
Victoria, he would convey their wishes to 
tlie Government.

WANT (IK CONl'IDK.VCK. 

Mh. Cotton moved, seconded by Mr. 
Keith, " That the Government, l.y neglect- 
ing to briny down a Ueclistrihucion bill as 
promised at the opening of this session, has 
broken faith with this House and forfeited 
its confidence." 

Mr, Cotton said he had never experienced 
more reluctance and embarrassment than on 
this occasion, standing, as he felt, discredit- 
ed, because tho anticipations which he had 
formed of the probable action of tho Oov- 
ernment hail been entirely disappointed- 
disappointed because he hu--. loiiiied great 
hopes of tho rapid ;;.r>gi-..3a the Province 
would m.iko under thia .;di.4tribution, aud 
dejected because he oonUi see no sort of in- 
dication that before a lonj; period had 
elapsed it would be possible to inipra\'c I he 
condition of things w hich noiv e.xialcd under 
the present (lovernnunt and eulurlain a 
better. liuving paid hi.^ tribute to the mo- 
tivea by whicli mendiora conslituling all 
three parties were actuated, buing 
desiroua to further the best interests of 
the I'lovince, he reverted to tlie stale of 
things existing when tho last Redistribution 
bill was brought down in 1SS9-;)U. Then 
tho Government held that it was impossible 
to obtain sullicient information ua to the 
distribution of population in the I'rovince. 
But thoy brought in a measure in tho year 
1890, which they said would give an instal- 
ment of what would come afterwards. 
They said then that so soon as the census re- 
turns would justify them in doing so, a new 
redistribution bill would be brought down. 
Since that time they had excused thomsolvi s 
on the ground of incomplete figures. Mean- 
time, the Government lost its Premier ; but 
in tho speech which His Honor delivered at 
the opening of this session, he said " the 
time has arrived when tho altered condi- 
tions of tilt,' I'rovini-'e demand a change in 
the method uf populai- re[)rehentat ion in the 
Legislative Astenibly, anil a measure of re- 
diatribution will therefore he subnulted to 
you. ' Kothing could Imvo been more satis- 
factory aud assuring than that, and unles.s 
we impute to them duplicity — which he 
should lie sorry to do — they had no lieaiti- 
tion nor doubt, aa to what they intended to 
do. Hut aa the result of a hastily gathi-red 
assendilago of ti-.e supporter.^ of the (iovern- 
ment, the hon. Premier in a very few words 
announced tliat there would be no redis- 
tribuiir n, an i expediency induced him to 
s.iy lliat llu; cenHua relurns were not 
accurate, and therefore the (iovern- 
meut did not feel that it could bring 
down any legislative redialributinn thia 
season. He thought on such a lino of action 
—or of inaction — the House was jualitieil in 
passing a vote of condemnation and want of 
oontidti?oe In this Government. He felt 
very strongly ^'i'" point because he had, 
ever since thia rioVdTr.'no"'' came into power, 
held out high liopea of W.'""^ 't ^^■""•'1 . 
achieve. lUil now the rrion;'.;,'r8 wenl back 
ti their OoUiiliiuents to tell thi-ni that thu 
tfovtrnmcnt said there was no occasion for 
a Rediatribution bill. Miilier iMcu'ljera 
muat agree with the (lowrjinieni or luuat 
say that they did not. I!at they did nut 
agree and he thought they could dc, !iothiiig 
loHB than find expression to their views in 
the motion which ho had the honor 
to move. Tho next general elections 
could not bo postponed later than 
the early part of ,June, aud Parliament 
would not get through its business until 
May or until the lust of April. But the 
country has no opportunity of discu'jsing 
the redistribution measure, the people can 
have no opportunity of communicating to 
their representatives In what way iliey 
would like thia measure amended or 
changed. There would be no time for this, 
and members must appear before tho con- 
stituencies without any time for considera- 
tion of such nn important measure. The 
Government's explanation was that tho dil- 
fioulty which prevented them carrying out 
the pledges they made to the member.-) w.i.s 
that " the result of the census siiows in- 
completenets and inao'Hiracy. " l!ut why, 
ho usked, did tiny not inform the 
Hoii'c and omit the (iub'sage from the 
Speech V They said the census m iih 
incorrect ; but on what basis did they pro- 
pose to go to work ? In lioeping sileneo on 
thia point they were laying I hemselvea oi)i'ii 
to Buapicions, and not unreasonable so. I'.iii 
granting all the ( lovermnent claimed, alioulil 
thoy not have proceeded to do snini.'lhiiig 
with regard to a change in the re])re,senta- 
tion of the Province'.' The ( iovcriiinent , 
wliioh in ISiK), had a far belter e.xi.'U'-i 
for postponing action pleaded in ISDII 
that tho census would he taken in IS!)(), but 
wliilo tho lato Premier admitted that the 
measure was "cot wise, not statesnnm 
like," he felt constrained to do something 
to OOrreOt the disproportion wbieli 
■ .ex'stpd In the representation of the Pro- 
vince. The present Government did not 
require any more oensua returns to show 



«»t the present condition of things was not 
f aiafactory. But thty said, "Wait, aud 

Mo can get a proper measure of Redistribu- 
tion," an-,"', according to their views it would 
he ISO.'i — even if they gave a complete mea- 
sure of KcdislribuSion — before tho House 
would be put in proportion to tho country. 
Mr, C-otton eoutrftitpil the. serious nuiuner 
with which th<- lato Premier regarded 
Rediatribution, and what ho calkil 
tho light way in which they dis- 
missed the whole meaauro nar/. 
The (Jovernment must see that t'hey 
must ataud condemned by tho people of the 
Trovinco. They came down here, and with- 
out any presauro from tho outside, told us 
thoy wero t;oing to give us justice, that 
they wouli? bring in a measure which would 
adjuat the ineiiualitiea which now exist. 
Now, during tho present aession, thoy have 
held out these promises, aaauring ua that 
they >> ill bring on thia meaaure. One hon. 
member of the tlovernmeut brnuglit it uj) 
on tho -Parliamentary Bidldinga bill, and 
said : " Vote for this, and everything will 
be aatisfactory, and tho feeling >vhich is 
auppoaed to exist Ijctweeu tlie two sections 
of the country, will be done away with ; 
there ie no reason that the tiovcrnnienl 
shall postpone tho bringing down of a meaa- 
uro of rediatribution, and you nuiy rest as- 
sured that fron) thia lime forth the dilli- 
culties in the past will not con- 
tinue." Now, air, within ten daya from 
those words — within ten daya of that 
vote, what do wo find'.' The (iovernment 
conung down and saying: " \^'o will not 
give any redistribution ; things muat go on 
as tliej' are, not for any reaaon, but because 
wo choose to take that course. At thoi)res- 
ent time tho whole of these gentlemen con- 
atitutiiig the GoTornment do not represent 
much more than one-third of tho total popu- 
lation of the Province; two-thirds of tlu! 
Province, taken on the basis of tho elec- 
tions of 1890, are represented by 
hon. gentlemen of tho Opposition and 
Independent party. If a redistribution 
measure was passed, by that means tho 
Government would lose its power, lose its 
control, and must see others come into their 
places. Now, sir, it is easy to understand 
that 'hon. f;entlemen disliice to be decap- 
itated. While the present conditions exist 
they can bo reasonably sure of coming back 
to this House; but probably they have 
some doubts that they oould not be 
so successful If they had to appear 
before any populous constituency. But 
I ask thia House if that Is any 
reason for declining justice to the 
Province. Are we to lu)ld, sir, that 
the keeping of a party in power is of more 
importance than that the whole people 
should feel that they are fairly and proper- 
ly represented'; I think not, sir, and hon- 
orable gentlemen on tho other aide cannot 
appeal successfully to the people or this 
House on any such ground. Now, sir, in 
tho renuirka last week of tho hon. leader of 
the Government, one reason he tried 
to give for poatponiug any mea- 
sure at this session was that it was 
not; important because there would bo no 
dissolution of the House. Well, sir, it 
Beems to rnc ho rather reversed the proper 
order of things. There may bo no .liasolu- 
tion of tho House, liut the gentleman puts 
it that the Redistribution bill would do no 
good because it would be impossible to ap- 
peal to the country on the basis of redistri- 
bution this year. But, sir, if tho Coveru- 
niont felt that there ought to be an appeal 
to the country, then their duty Is clear. 
They have Stated that a redistribution 
measure is necessary In the Speech from the 
Throne, and the leader of the Government 
the other day was careful not to traverse 
that statement. \A'ell, sir, having enunci- 
ated tho nieessily of such an action, he [ji d- 
cceded to say that there would be nu u.-:o in 
carrying it into ell-, i t, liecause it w oidd not 
be possible to cliiin.^e llie i epi esentalioi), as 
the House could not i-e dis-ioh-ed until next 
year. Well, it scums lo me that the Gev- 
ernment in that Ktatement attempts to di.-ly 
the country. Th .t is a reason why a 
measure of redistribution ahould Ije brought 
down and lie given at once to thia country. 
Tho hon. I'render last w-eek atteiiipleil to 
give the iilca that some glaring nn-itake had 
lieen made in the censua ret urns, hui; there 
were no items shown or ligurea shown, ua 
should have been in such a case. 
Kow, sir, it Is easy to see that much 
of this statement is cot true. 
The census figures, if they are 
found to be Inaccurate In some of the small 
details, are certainly correct in the main ; 
tho general part is correct. Upon a care- 
ful examination and analysis of these figures 
they will not show the results which the 
Governinriu claims to have discovered. 
When they are compared with figures 
brought from other tourcea they are shown 
to be [iract icilly corn ct. lUtt wtj i-.ri; iirj; 
concei nod now here, air, wbethtf tlie re«ull. 
of the ligures as .-jhowu by the eeiihiis would 
henelit the Mainland. Tlda House re[/re- 
sents the Province as a whole. Tho 
other aide of tho House has nev- 
er asked the Government to bring 
down a measure which WQidd increase 
the representation from one scciion of the 
crmntry when the ligurefMlid I>^t warrant it. 
What we ask is not an increa.->od representa- 
tion of tbo Mainland if the figures do not 
justify it, but a redistribution of tho repre- 
sentation so as to put the representation 
upon » fair basis. I am given to understand 
that the measure which it was thought 
siiou'iil oe t^rougiil down was noi, leaiiy a 
redistribution niensure, Inn a mca-iure iimk- 
ing additioiiH to the present representation, 
ami therefore the iiicoiisisteiiey which 
I b;ive [ioinled out could r.ol be 
avoided. Put, air, I can tell t he ( i ovcrnineiit 
that the city of \'ancouver wants no more 
representation if other parts of tlu: Pro- 
vince are not properly dealt with. We 
would not like to aee aucb a measure if the 
result of it would be that it would hi ing a 
suspicion of a doubt of unfairness or of 
jealousy on tho part of other con- 
stituencies. We are prepared, sir, to 
share equally with the others. We ask 
a fair measure of redistribution — 
that which the Government has promised 
to us ; not only this Government, but tho 
last Government, and which this Govern- 
ment has said should be carried out. Wo 
do not care whether it shows more for the 
Mainland or for the Island, or whether the 
representation In this House should he cut 
down or not ; all we ask is that as nearly as 
ran bi' ildiu', and as f.iirly as it can be; car- 
ried out, the iiieijualities of the presint re- 
pi eseut , It ion should be done away witli,and a 
fair red ist ribution should be nnide, and each 
part of the Province be made to fee! that in 
the I lover nmi nt — in the legislation of the 
Provini^e — it has its fair sbai t: ii nd full power 
aiul iidluence. 1'hese, nir, are ftirand i-caa- 
omible and right proposiLkona Tha', is what, 
until the last few ila)s, I hoped thia Gov- 
ernment would do. 1 have felt it my duty, 
air, to aupport the Government in 
a great many moasurea, during thia 
aession. Tlio Independenla, 1 tliinb, 
have given assurances of their fiiith 
through ihu basis on which they were 
elected that they would support the (iov- 
ernment on all good meaaurea. And I 
uniat say that when I road the Speech from 
the Throne I felt that the impression which 
I had formed, and which 1 had given ex- 
pression to, was that the Government would 
bo found ready to du its best for the country, 
10 give justice to all parts of it, and felt that 
these anticipations of mine would be fulfilled. 



liut, sir, what ia the reason that the Gov- 
ernment has not lived up to its pledges ? I 
do not know. They did run well; what 
has hindered then I cannot tell. Bnt, sir, 
it is quite clear, 'whether from weakness or 
from pressure within or without, a great 
change has come over their views and over 
their policy. And It feel, and I think I 
am supported in that feelinfr, by all 
tho lion, gentlemen on this side of the 
House, that wo oannot go back to our oon- 
Btitueucies without having shown to them 
that wo have protested against this want of 
action by tho Government— against this 
failure on tho part of tho Government to 
fullil its pledges ; and that if wo 
have not tho jjower, we have shown our- 
selvea willing to try to force the (Sovernment 
to curry out Its pledges to the Province. 
And therefore, with these views, as I said 
at; tho conunencement of niy remarks, I 
have acted with groat reluctance and with 
much disappointment. Yet, as I say, hold- 
ing these viowa, I have felt compelled to 
move tho motion which has just been read. 
(Applause.) 

Hon. Mil. Davik on rising to speak was 
greeted with applause. Ho said that whilst 
the Governnieiu had every reason to be 
thankful for the opportunity which had 
1)01-11 ttll'orded by tho motion of justifying 
itself for ita course in connection with the 
Redistribution hill, ho did not think the 
hon. geutlonian who brought tlio matter up 
would have much cause for the congratula- 
tion of his constituents in raising a queatioii 
tho discussion of which was oalcuUited to 
place them inanunfavorableand unfair littht. 
That gentleman had referred to neither facts 
nor statistics, but drew to a great extent 
on Imagination for hia arguments ; for in- 
stance, for that statement that a meeting of 
tho Government supporters was held last 
Thursday morning When a redistribution 
bill had been presented and acoep£ed, and 
t hat subsequently adaylight-and -dark meet- 
ing was held at which the bill was with- 
drawn, and BO on ; that a nervous 
and timorous lot of (iovernment 
supporters had recoiled from the 
position thoy had taken, and having lost all 
heart the bill was withdrawn. He thought 
that the nervous and timorous party on thia 
subject was tho hon. gentleman who had 
just taken Ilia seat after tho ludting, sing- 
noug refi-ain whieh had just been liatuni-d to. 
Ho appeared to be teeliiig hia way, as 
chough ho had just emerged from some 
grave disappoint nient. He had claimed to 
bf.vo given the (iovernment fair aupport. 
He (.\lr. Divie) could give hiiii no credit for 
it. He would not stop to impure what had 
for a while induced the membi r for V ■ncnu- 
vcr to trim his sails aud ap[iebr to au[)port 
the Government — whether it ivaa the hope 
of something or another that he now real- 
iz-.'s bo has not the alighleal hope uf obtain- 
ing or what not. ( L'iUgliler. ) The reason 
why the (Government had decided not to 
bring down tlio redistribution measure waa 
not hard to lind or difficult to explain. In 
formulating such a measure regard muat be 
had to the population of tho country. He 
did not suggest now or at any 
time that tho tJovernnient could simply 
laUo tho per capita condition of the 
dilferont portions of tho Province as tho 
solo ground, for if this was to be the case, 
the cities would have nearly the whole of 
tho representation In tho House, which 
would bo Miiuiifestly unfftT, If this had 
I'.een the ))lan je-ara ago, when first the 
I.egialature had been formed, the eiiy of 
\'ictoria w ould have had hidf the members 
of the House, liut jiopulatiou ought prin- 
cipally to decide the matter. Those who 
live in the cities wen- for the most pirtcon- 
euniers, tho-:e who live in the rural dis- 
tricts Were producers, and where llitrc waa 
one producer, there were ten to twenty con- 
sunii rs. The representation must, I here- 
fore, be on sueli a basis that due regard 
w-ould be had lo the jiropDrtion which the 
nuiiibor of producers bore to the consumers. 
Itowever, ho did not propose at this time 
to go into these ipiestinns ut any 
luugtb, as they won! 1 iv mn up moro 
properly for dis. iM-imi a in u , u ;'i a measure 
it.i-elf wi.a lieing co, s-den d, Inn. i;iven that 
]io]nilati<ui must be lii i imiioilant factor in 
settling the question, it wuu nordillicult to 
.•^how that the House was not now in posses- 
sion of sutiicient data in com •> tion with 
this most Important matter to (lermit it to 
proceed with a bill. In framing the Redis- 
tribution bill the Government was fully 
alive to the desirability of entirely removing 
or attemptlni; to remove as far as It was 
possible, all that now remained of that 
sectional feeling. This was what had been 
referred to on previous occasions when tho 
matter waa before the House for discussion 1 
as tho " halanco of po^ver." This w-aa an ! 
expression which ought to be dropped en- | 
tircly and wliijli ought to be left out of tho I 
ijui.'.Hion in a n-ili.-uribution bill. And it 
was with this object in view that the (iov- i 
ernineul wmdd proceed in framing its bill j 
so that all HOutionu of the counliy, 
independent of Island or Mainland, wouhi 
have due iuid proper justice in the 
matter of representation. The hon. geiille- 
inan from V.tncouvcr city in his lemat ks had I 
said, and lie, .\] r. Davie, ilid not disagree with 
him, that the [iledgo was i;iveu by the (hjv- | 
ernnient of the day in IMII) il.at eu soon aa 
tho census returns would justify them in 
doing so, a new redistribution bill would bo 
brouijht down.

lloii..\l i; I ).\ \ IK replied that thia was exact- 
ly what I he boll, gent leman had siiid. He had 
taken down the remark of the hon. gentle- 
man at the time. This wis the pledge of a 
jirevlous (Iovernment which « as considered 
to 1)13 binding on the pn sent one, and he 
would again repeat thiil, as somi aa 
the (J overmiii.-nt was in poHsession of the in- 
formation necessary, a bill would he biougbt 
ilown ; but a.iy one who examined tho 
eoti'.'us returns aa they were published, 
would soon see that the figures wero, as he 
had stated before, inconipleto and Inaccur- 
ale. What did the Dominion census returns 
show '.' 'J'lic first bulletin showed the whole 
population of the Province at 97, bl'-^ per- 
sons, and the bulletin which gave that re- 
sult a-dd in a footnote that there waa oiio 
return to come In from Cariboo which would 
probably increase this by 1,500, By this 
return the population of New Westminster 
was placed at 42.2'20, Cariboo 4.95S, Van- 
couver district, which included all of 
V'ancouver Island except the district and 
city of \'ii;toria, JS,'J'_'i), the e.iiy and dis- 
trict of Victoria bS.r>,'!S, and Vale l.'i,(itil. 
These ligures ^l!owod that on Vancou- 
ver Idand there wero .'Uj,7(i7, and 
on the .Mainland (i(l,SI."i. Now tak- 
ing tliise ligurea as they were, there, 
would not be much dillicully in framing a 
bill, and it would no doubt be a bill that 
would he very favorable to New West- 
minster dislrict. Hut while, preceding 
upon the facta then before the Government 
so f u- as inipiired into, it was determined 
to bring down the measure, as the lime ap- 
proaclu:d for drawing the bill and placing 
inlm ination before the Hoiiao, these census 
returns were more carefully examined and 
conaidered. When the measure had to be 
prepared and presented to tho House all 
tbeao matters had to bo looked into very 
carefully. The Mouse and the country 
were entitled to have accurate information, 
and it would have been folly to have 
brought a bill down without everything be- 
ing accurate and complete. But examina- 
tion showed that out of the gross population 
of 97)612— which further returns ruisod to 



98,173— there were 35,202 Indians, thus re- 
ducing the population to 02,071, and these 
Indians were distributed 29, -100 on tho 
Mainland and i3,742 on the Island, 
thus leavini? 31,940 whites on the 
Mainland and 31,025 on Vancouver Island. 
Now, after all, the only district which 
has been complaining is Hew Westminster, 
and their uouslanl ory has been : Here are 
we with over 42,000 and two oitiea, and 
more population than all Vancouver Island 
together, and we have only six irepresenta- 
tives. But now, what becomes of the 
42,000 odd if the census returns are oorreot t 
If you take the Indians out, as given by the 
Dominion Indian census, it reduces the 
number — oitiea of Vancouver and New 
Westminster Included— to about 28,000. 
But even this must be an exagperotlon if 
tho whole Mainland has only ;U,940, for 
that would leave the remainder of tho Main- 
land with only between ;i,(JOO and -1,000 of a 
population. Kvideutly, therefore, there Is 
soniothing wrong about the census or else 
about the population of New West- 
minater district. \\ hy, the returna of 
the censua are not all in yet. It 
was only on -list March that the 
following appeared in the Viincouvor 
World :

guarantee of good faith on the pail cd liic 
Province and nothing more. liritiah Col- 
umbia, speaking through the Legislature, 
has said to the uapitaliata of the world that 
20,000 acres of the land available as a sub- 
sidy for the railway is security for a bonded 
indebtedness of $'iO,000. This is the only 
moaning that can be put upon a legislative 
ofTer to give a railway company 20,0(10 
acres per mile and authority to issue boiida 
against it at the rate of §1 per acre. No 
one who knows anything about the timber, 
farm and mineral lundsof the Puoiflo North- 
weal \vill for i. moment say that this legis- 
lative [v.'iS'.i ranee ia not well founded. The 
lands .ivailabb^ for anbaidy ure worth very 
much more ! I; in (juc dollar iier acre on an 
nveragi'. 1 lu lieve that tluy could be put 
in tlic mai k'-t tlie 111 oit a railway to in- 
tersect them i.s laii ly under way and lie 
sold for imiidi \i.ni - iiium y. Sindlar I uida 
in the Siate.i >vuuld l>e picked up at u ilollar 
an aero the ins;.iiii they v.'ere (.iri:r<>d. The 
Anglo-Ainei icau Financial ('oiiipaiiy -as I 
am informed - docs not proiiose tci i.'-biie 
konds to the full vaUic of the landa aa repre- 
sented by the Legiali.lnre, neither doea it 
propose to issue bonds against the railway 
when conalructcd at the rate of .^liD.OdO per 
mile as the charter authorizea. An iaauo 
of SI 5,01)0 of bniula per mile of 
road only ia intendeil. That ia to aay, 
Bguinat a railway l,l)l«) niilea long and a 
land domain of 'i(),Oi;(),000 ucrea there wdll 
bo a charge of §15,000,000 only. Can any 
one hesitate about saying that the aeeiirity 
is largo beyond all roaaonablc proportion to 
the inilebtedneas, or that any strong com- 
pany of financiers would let such a jiroperty 
out of their hands for the sake of the com- 
paratively small guarantee which the Pro 
vinco is naked to give? It must bo remem- 
bered that the Province will aaaumo no ob- 
ligation I'xn pl ua the road ia built; and 
when ii is built, if the com|)any should 
make default in its intcroat upon the giiur- 
auteed bonds, the Province would take 
poaacaaion of the road and land grant, sub- 
ject, of course, to the outstanding 
bonda. Will any one having any 
knowledge of the history of rail- 
ways in America deny that if 
the compaiiv ahould make default in the 
payment of the guaranteed interest, the 
Prorinoe would find no diilioulty in realiz- 



ing enough out of the property to protect 
itself? I shall not diasuss this proposition, 
for it is self-evident that the guarantee 
asked for does not mean under any oircum- 

stances a loss to the Provinou. 

One elleoc of the construction of the pro-, 
posed railway will bo an appreciation in the 
value of the Crown lauds. The company 
cmiiiol dcv> lup iia property without ut the 
aiune time rendering the domain remaining 
iu the Crown of more value. This of itself 
would bo worth aoine risk on the part of tlio 
Province, if there waa any riak in such a 
transaction as ia propoaed. Another ellect 
would be a great expansion in our imports and 
a corresponding atreiigthening of our claima 
upon the Federal (joverumcnt for a more 
c(|uitable appointment (jf the revenue. 
1 liere would ulao be a largo increase in the 
regular anbaidy after tho next cenaua, be- 
caiiae there can be no doubt whatever that 
the po)nilation of the Province will be very 
greatly added to during the lle.^:l eight years 
if this railway goes on. 

J am wilting under the auppoaitiou that 
what I have learned about liritiah Culiuiilda 
during all the years I have been on the 
alert to acijnire iuformatioii aa to its eapa- 
bilitiea ia correct. We are now a Province 
wdth a few cities and towns in wdiieh are 
galheied fully half tho population. 
\Vi! have un enormous area of the 
beat of farming land unutilized. \Vc 
have the moat valuable forea'a in the 
world, uiittmched by the a.xe. Wchave im- 
mense wealth in minerals. Our geo.,'iMpli- 
icul poaitiou conimanda the Xortli I'acilic. 
From our ahorea there ia certain to How mit 
an enornioua trade to Aaia. The people of 
Vancouver wlio to-day are so bitter in their 
hoatilitv to this scheme will before a decade 
ia over wonder at their own ahortaighttid- 
iiess, for the rate at which the importance 
of this Province will appreciate when once 
pital has become interested in its develop- 
ment will, I venture to say, be among the 
wonders of the closing decade of the cen- 
y. Tho Canadian Pacific ia a valuable 
enterpriao to Canada and Britiah Cnluinbia, 
but its attention has been devoted piioei. 
pally to the development of through trallic, 
far as this Proviuce is con- 
cerned, and its available resources are 
expended in extending its influence 
ic controlling transportation iu Ihe 
E'lSt. If it had ."pent a part only of the 
millions emiitoyi d in obtaining K vslern 
comiectioiia iu {ijjeniiiu' the vast lesuurci^-: fd' 
thia Piovince, we would have li.ul to day a 
poiinlation of half a million. 1 am not liiid- 
iug fault with the Canadian P.ieitic. li haa 
its own policy and 1 ilo no: aay that it is 
not a wdse policy. All I miintiiiii ia thai if 
it ia possilile for us to interist a jiowerf-il 
hnaiioial orgatiiz ilion in ,i project which 
eaaentiaily nieana tho dovelopmeiit of thia 
Province, we would be lacking iu conuron 
prudence if we failed to do so.

No. They were 
then loud iu their complaints of any of 
these places having representation at all. 
Thutib what they said to their constituents, 
and yet, just the other day they had been 
hearil upon tho floor of the Houao saying 
that Alberui and the Islands were import- 
aut places, and their representation should 
not bu disturbed, and as for old Cariboo she 
shoulcl bn (;ivon yet another chance, lie 
did not think tho hon. mover of the 
resolution allowed himself to bo re- 
ported iu the organ he controlled 
when ho made remarks of that kind 
in the House. Ho thought not. 
If ho would do Ihia, ho would find it hard 
to explain hia sta :eMienta and to reconcile 
the dilVerenl viewa tliat they lield or were 
HU])po8ed to hold upon the subject. Hon. 
genl lenien aluiuUl i)c consistent. This vvaa 
one of thiiae nieii.sures which was foreshad- 
owed in tho Spei-jh from the Throne, and 
the fad that it, w.ia willidrawii was not by 
any means an extraordinary or unusual oc- 
currence. Jn the l)ondni(.'.'j J1ouh(; one y(Hir 
during the re^hiie of Sir ,iuhn .M.icdonald, 
nearly all the iniportanl nu'a;>;iri-i< fiireahail- 
oued iu the Speech had lien vrithilrawn, 
and during the acasion of llic Doiu.inion 
House which had just closed, only four of 
the six meaauics prouiieed liad been passed, 
the others, the Civil Servioa Act and the 
Franchise Act, having been withdrawn.

Why 
there were only 15,500 voters in the Pro- 
vince I Ho would tell the hon. Attorney- 
General that he (Mr. Brown} had thousunda 
at his back to the hundreds of the Attorney 
General, and the latter would have to count 
all the papooses and Indian dogs and every 
thing else in the district to make up his 
number of men. He denied that he had 
ever said one thing in the House and an 
other thing at homo. Tho fact of the mat- 
ter was, that at different times and on dif- 
ferent occasiona, ho had discussed the matter 
of rediatrihution in its dilforent aspects, 
and, of course, made dill'erent statements. 
Ho declared Alborni and the Island were 
pocket borougha nevertlieleaa, but tliey, be 
ing the creation of tho aina of the (iovern- 
ment, should not be disturbed. After criti- 
cizing what ho called the " nervousness ' of 
tho hon. I'ren.ior, he read the speech of that 
hon. gentleman, in which he announced that 
the redistribution bill would not he brought 
down this session. The lion. I'rernier had 
then saiii that careful and extensive i[ii|iiiries 
had been made as to the census, etc. If thia 
waa tho case, why did not the Attorney- 
( leneral bring dovs'ii some of these facts': 
Instead he luul rear! from what purported 
to he a telegram, but which contained in- 
formation ho Mr. I?ro\vu) li ul bad for 
nil. mils. lie disclaimed uny intention of 
'.>ii:liing to have the redistribution 
iMi the basis of representation by 
population. Thia was not tho policy 
ot the Independents, aa they real- 
ized that representation by population 
would give the cities too much jireponder- 
ance. There were in British Columbia, it 
could not be denied, gross and glaring in- 
equalities in the way of representation. If 
Vale were represented in the same way as 
Cowiclian, it would have fifteen members 
The House did not represent tlio country, 
and if the ( lovernmcnl had intended to do 
justice it should have brought down the 
bill. As a nuvtter of fact, the bill ought to 
have been brought doivu last year so as to 
bring the House more nearly iu accord with 
tho country and the voting power ua a 
whole. Deaiir.g with the census fi.^urOs, lie 
said that the huii. Attnrney-Oencral woul'l 
have the House believe there wero only 
1 I (100 men, women and cli'udren and 
Chinese on all the Mainland, exclusive of 
the population of the twin cities of Vancou- 
ver and New Westminster. This was 
ridiculous ! 

Hos. Mr. Turner— It proves tho relia- 
bility of the Dominion census. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Brown c-intinued that he did not 
wish to condemn the hon. Attorney (iencr- 
al, but would like to see the original of 
those teli-grams. 
Hon. Mr. Davie sent the telegrams over.

Ho thought redistri" 
lion .diould be on tho basis of the Pr 
cial voters' list instead of on the Do- 
cenaii.'i "8 waa proposed. Tho latte' 
not think would be a fair way to g 
All the necessary information co- 
from tho rt'Oords in the posr 
(jovcrhlnuut now and there 
fo.r tJclUy.

He did not think there waa any possibility 
of the attempt succeeding, but, if it did, 
what would follow ? Why, if the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor called upon a member of the 
Opposition and a new Government was 
formed, they oould not leoommend him to 
give assent to the measarea passed this aca- 
ston, nearly all of which the Opposition had 
opposed, and the work of this tesslon wouUl 
therefore be absolutely lost. He would 
not be a party to suoh a waste 
of time. He thought the Qovernmont could 
have no more difTnult queatiqn to deal with 
than a redistribution bill, which of neoes- 
aity could not satisfy all the members of 
the Legislature or all parts of the country. 
His position in this House waa that of u 
free lance, and us ho did not think it would 
bo in tho beat interests of the Province to 
turn the Government out of ollico now, be 
would vote in accordance with hia convic- 
tion. Aa to tho plan of redistribution, ho 
thought it would he iiiipoaHible to establish 
representation by iiopiilatioii, which would 
bo unfair to tlie vast outlying diatricta aa yet 
but thinly settled. 

.Mit. Kki.i.ii: said ho waa sure that West 
Kootenay in four years would overBhadow 
in importance, in population and wealth llie 
balance of the Mainland combined, .Scarce- 
ly a day passed but ho receive<l letters 
from American eapilalhsly asking for in- 
formation regart'.ing its milling resources 
and asking him lo get bonds on claims until 
llie wrilers cmild i xiiniiiie them for invcat- 
ment. From Si. Paul, in Minnesota, to tlie 
I'aeilic (.'nasi, the mining men of the Amer- 
ican .States were directing their attention to 
the inaL'nilicent mineral wealth of Kooten- 
ay, and its vast stori's of treasure, which 
had been locked in its rocky vaults for 
ages, were to be turned loosu and utilized 
hy the united key of labor and capital. Ho 
believed tho (ioverrment in delaying the 
bringing of the rediatribution measure were 
acting in the best interests of the 
district he represented, as well as 
of tho Province at large. There were no 
less than three raihvaya coateniplated, und 
which would doubLlots be ooostructed 
during the present year in Kootenay, which 
must nccessurily bring in a vaat jiopulation 
which, with the development of ita inugni- 
licent mineral deposits, would nuccssitale 
or n.oro additional membeis for West 
Kootenuy at next election. Haii the Gov- 
rnmenl brought in a Hedistributiuu bill 
Ibis scs.sioii and gone to tho country a great 
injustice would have been done hia diatrict- 
Tbcrtforo liadct tho uircunistunces 
heartily cbdorsotl tho action of the Govern- 
inetit in postponing the Redi»tribation bill 
until next session. 

Hon. Mil. Bkave.s condemned the present 

which was seen to-iluy, when by the op- 
posite course of action of the two repre- 
sentativtis of Vancouver, that city would 
have practically no voice ill 1 ho i|ueMtion at 
issue. Looking at the I'rovince aa a whole, 
with its hundred tlKiiiaund population, he 
thought no one could auy that ihirty-lhree 
or thirty-live meinliera were not Hiillicientto 
fully rejireaenl every part of it. Ho claimed 
that he had years ago told tho House that 
the information to be obtiiincil from the 
Dominion cenaua would not bo of the sliglil- 
eat value, and ho hold that the cciisua 
had been aiinply niiuic an excuao for 
putting oli' rediatribution until after the 
last general election. As to the declaration 
id" the first speaker this evenini: (.Mr. (;nuil) 
that he had a free hand in tlio House, hav- 
ing told the electorate that he would sup- 
port any good measures and oppo.3t' uny bad 
ones brought up, he would like to know 
what mi-mber ciiulil nnc do the same, und 
how these Independents dill'dred in position 
from the members of the Opposition.
